Who Invented Paper? 
All the world knows that the Arabs 
transmitted from India to Europe, 
through Arabia, the figures with which 
we do cur sums, but it is not gen­ 
erally known that we also have them 
to thank for paper. At various times 
the scholars of different countries 
have tried definitely to determine the 
real discoverer of paper in the elev­ 
enth century. It is to paper that we 
owe the renaissance of letters. From 
time imemmorial something answer­ 
ing modern paper wa* used in ( hina, 
where it was manufactured from silk. 
About the middle of the seventh cen­ 
tury of our era there seems to have 
been established in Arabia a manufac­ 
tory of paper, and fifty years later the 
way wras discovered to make it from 
cotton Instead of from silk, silk being 
a rare commodity outside of China at 
the time, and cotton relatively plenti­ 
ful. 
In the reign of Henry II. of 
France a Greek scholar was sent to 
Paris to arrange systematically a cata­ 
logue of antique manuscripts in the 
royal library, and a notation in his 
hand speaks oft what was then known 
as “paper” as originating in Damas­ 
cus. 
The later invention of making 
paper from ftax, linen, hemp has been 
attributed equally to Italy and Ger­ 
many, but there is evidece that it ex­ 
isted prior to the louiteeiicli century.

Here the explorers met 
the American schooner Morris, undei 
command of Captain "William Schroe- 
der, and the Morris took the KitH 
wake in tow. The two vessels ex 
poded to winter on the island of Kou 
iechin, which they undoubtedly had 
reached in time to establish winter 
ruarters for the long Arctic night.

Furthermore, it is rendered aseptic 
by the heat generated by its high 
velocity, and it carries no particles of 
clothing into the canal of the wound. 
The wound is therefore absolutely 
germ-free, and if properly bandaged 
with sterilized bandages, it devel­ 
ops no pus. Dr. Colmers, who served 
in the Japanese hospitals dur.ng the 
Russo-Japanese war. warns * gainst 
tamponing wounds to check hemor­ 
rhage. 
Wherever this course was 
followed—and a great many Bulgar­ 
ian surgeons followed ttt—infect^tn 
re suited. 
It is interesting to note Ciat the 
proper treatment for gunshot wounds 
puncturing the intestines appears to 
be no treatment at all.
